ORDER 

New Delhi, the 7th July 1972 

8.0. 479(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 38 of the State of 
Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 <53 of 1970) the Central Government hereby makes 
the following order, nomely,— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the State of Himachal Pradesh (Transfer of 
Aaaets and Liabilities) Order, 1972. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Order— 

(a) “composite State of Puniab” shall mean the State of Punjab aa it 

existed immediately before the 1st day of November, 1960; 

(b) "transferred territory” means the transferred territory as defined in 

clause (n) of section 2 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1906 

(31 of 1966). 

3. So much o f the benefit nr burden of "my assists f-'pclurtine lands and build¬ 
ings), rights, liabilities or obligations of Ibp comnrqita State of Puniab. v+hh 
devolved on the Union under the Punjab Reorganisation Act. I960 (31 of 1966) 
as successor State in relation to the transferred terr'tory, as was allocated to tha 
Administrator or the Government of the Union tPT : tnry of Himachal Pradesh 
before the 2!5tp dav of January T"71 bv an ord°r of the Centra] Government or on 
the basis of agreement among the sneressor Stotes linger the said Art shall on 
and from that day. stand transferred to the State of Himachal Pradesh. 
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Provided that if such allocation was made subject to any conditions, such 
conditions shall continue to apply mutatiis mutandis. 

4. On and from the commencement of this order, the investmjnts of the 
composite State of Punjab allocated to the Union as a successor State in relation 
to the transferred territory and actually held by the Union immediately before 
that day, shall stand transferred to the State of Himachal Pradesh. 

6. Where any asset or liability of the composite State of Punjab was allocable 
among the successor States under the provisions of Part VI or Part VII of the 
Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), and such allocation was not made 
before the 25ih day of January 1971, the State of Himachal Pradesh shall, pn and 
from that day be deemed to be a successor State for purposes of the said provi¬ 
sions and such asset or liability ghall be allocated accordingly. 

6. The benefit of any rights or the burden of any liabilities devolving on the 
Union in relation to the transferred territory under the Punjab Reorganisation. 
Act, 1960 (31 of 106G), on or after 4 ho 25th dry of January 1971 shall, on and 
from that day, pass to the State of Himachal Pradesh. 

7, For the purposes of paragraphs 5 and 6 of this order, the provisions of 
section 2 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), shall have effect 
as If— 

(1) for clause (1), the following clause had been substituted, namely,— 
"(1) ‘population ratio’, in relation tr. the States of Haryana, Punjab and 
Himachal Pradesh and the Union, means the ratio of 37.38 to 64.84 
to 7.19 to 0,59" 

til) fer clause (m), the following clause had been substituted, namely,— 

“(m) ‘successor State’, in relation to the existing State of Punjab, 
means the State of Punjab or the State of Haryana or the State 
of Himachal Pradesh and includes also the Union in relation to 
the Union territory of Chandigarh;”
